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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Horbury  Urban 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1958. 

Under  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health  Administration  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for 
the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  local  health  services,  and  has 
similar  functions  in  the  Boroughs  of  Morley  and  Ossett  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Wakefield.  The  scheme  is  designed  to  produce 
the  closer  integration  of  local  authority  health  services. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  year  under  review  indicate  that  the 
community  is,  in  the  main,  healthy,  expanding,  reasonably  well 
housed,  well  protected  and,  apart  from  the  aged,  enjoying  the 
fruits  of  economic  prosperity. 

The  birth  rate  (17.2  per  1,000)  was  the  highest  since  1947, 
births  exceeding  deaths  by  the  unusually  high  margin  of  46.  For 
the  sixth  successive  year  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  pregnancy 
or  childbirth  and,  although  there  were  4 still  births  (27.2  per 
1,000),  there  was  only  one  infant  death,  representing  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  only  7 per  1,000  live  births.  The  vital  statistics 
of  a small  community  are  apt  to  fluctuate  widely  from  year  to  year 
but,  by  calculating  them  over  five-year  periods,  one  is  able  to 
clarify  the  trends  as  follows  : —

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These  figures  may  well  exaggerate  the  real  degree  of  improve- 
ment but  the  existence  of  a significant  advance  cannot  be  denied. 
This  is  an  indication  not  only  of  increased  efficiency  of  preventive 
and  curative  medicine  (including  obstetrics)  but  also  of  a higher 
general  level  of  health  and  nutrition  in  the  community.  The 
Horbury  U.D.C.  has  itself  played  an  important  role  in  the  preven- 
tion of  infant  deaths  by  reducing  overcrowding,  by  building  houses 
with  amenities  which  encourage  personal  hygiene,  and  by  a steady 
improvement  of  general  sanitation.  Tire  County  Council’s  personal 
health  services,  radiating  locally  from  the  unprepossessing  but 
busily-occupied  premises  in  Tithe  Barn  Street  have  perhaps  a more 
direct  impact,  and  all  the  heavy  armament  of  modern  preventive 
medicine,  from  vitamins  to  vaccinations,  has  been  mobilised  in 
defence  of  the  community.  The  County  Council,  through  its  mid- 
wives, home  nurses,  health  visitors  and  home  helps,  also  provides 
real  assistance  to  that  oft-abused  body  of  medical  men,  the  general 
practitioners,  without  whose  staunch  and  untiring  efforts  no  health 
service  could  begin  to  function.  The  proper  use  of  these  services 
must  depend,  among  other  factors,  on  a reasonable  degree  of 
public  enlightenment  in  matters  of  health  and  disease.  It  is  still 
necessary  to  teach  our  citzens  that  prevention  is  better — and  very 
much  cheaper — than  cure.  The  rapid  progress  of  curative  medicine 
and  research  in  recent  years  may  have  made  the  prevention  of 
disease  seem  less  important.  Prevention  would  indeed  merit  less 
attention  if  all  the  major  diseases  could  be  cured  quickly,  effective- 
ly, safely  and  cheaply.  But  we  have  not  yet  found  this  Utopia  and 
many  a general  practitioner  wishes  his  patients  would  show  more 
faith  in  commonsense  advice  than  in  pills  and  potions.  This  is  but 
one  example  of  a degree  of  public  apathy  and  ignorance  which  is 
all  too  prevalent.  It  can  be  remedied  only  by  systematic  education 
in  the  elementary  principles  of  health  and  hygiene.  This  should 
begin  at  school  and  be  continued  at  clinics,  factories,  colleges  and, 
last  but  not  least,  in  the  homes  of  the  people. 


The  volume  and  scope  of  health  education  in  schools  at  the 
present  time  varies  enormously,  depending  largely  on  the  keenness 
and  standard  of  training  of  individual  teachers.  Some  head- 
teachers consider  it  a vital  and  necessary  part  of  the  syllabus  and 
worthy  of  the  highest  priority;  others  regard  it  is  an  ‘extra’  which, 
though  desirable,  is  at  the  mercy  of  a syllabus  strait-jacketed  by 
examination  requirements,  with  the  result  that  very  little  may  be 
done.  I have  also  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  marked  variation 
in  the  amount  of  health  education  taught  at  the  various  teachers’ 
training  colleges.  This  situation  cannot  be  viewed  with  compla- 
cency. It  is  accepted  that  children  should  be  taught  about  every- 
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thing  around  them  from  the  geography  of  the  West  Riding  to 
elementary  astronomy  but,  for  some  reason  which  only  a Victorian 
prude  could  explain,  they  can  be  debarred  from  learning  about  the 
working  of  their  own  bodies!  It  is  surely  time  that  the  syllabus  of 
every  school  included  some  basic  instruction  in  human  anatomy, 
physiology  and  hygiene. 


School  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors  in  this  divisional 
area  have  been  encouraged  to  press  ahead  with  health  education. 
This  is  achieved  partly  by  the  personal  approach  to  individual 
parents  at  clinics,  school  medical  inspections,  and  in  their  own 
homes.  Even  intelligent  parents  of  healthy  children  need  advice 
from  time  to  time  and  the  need  is,  of  course,  greatly  multiplied 
when  the  parents  are  sub-normal  or  the  children  neglected.  This 
individual  approach  is  supplemented  by  organised  group-teaching 
and  lectures  where  practicable.  Particularly  good  progress  in  this 
direction  has  been  made  by  the  Horbury  Health  Visitor,  Nurse 
J.  M.  Dyson. 


Health  Education  of  a specialised  nature  is  devoted  to  expec- 
tant mothers.  During  the  last  two  years  we  have  built  up  a flour- 
ishing “relaxation  clinic”  in  Horbury.  Here  the  mothers  are 
taught  by  the  midwife  and  health  visitor  how  to  prepare- — physi- 
cally, psychologically  and  socially — for  their  confinements.  The 
rudiments  of  the  anatomy  and  physiology  of  pregnancy  and  labour 
are  explained  and  simple  rules  of  health  discussed,  the  naturalness 
of  childbirth  being  emphasised.  The  stages  of  labour  and  the  part 
to  be  played  by  the  mother  herself  (in  co-operation  with  doctor 
or  midwife)  are  explained  and  indeed  rehearsed.  The  health 
visitor’s  contribution  is  usually  in  the  form  of  demonstrations  and 
talks  on  the  care  of  the  new  born  infant.  At  one  time  it  was  not 
uncommon  for  young  mothers,  panic-stricken  by  the  onset  of 
labour,  haunted  by  the  fear  of  the  unknown  and  demoralised  by 
old  wives’  tales,  to  be  in  such  a state  of  anxiety  and  hysteria  as 
to  make  co-operation  with  midwife  or  doctor  almost  impossible. 
Relaxation  classes  have  almost  eliminated  this  sort  of  occurrence. 
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At  one  time  the  Annual  Report  of  a Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  devoted  largely  to  an  account  of  his  battle  with  infectious 
disease,  but  the  infectious  disease  statistics  for  1958  suggest  little 
more  than  a skirmish.  There  were  no  outbreaks  of  serious  infec- 
tious disease  and  even  the  milder  diseases  were  less  prevalent  than 
usual.  Diphtheria  was  completely  absent  for  the  eleventh  succes- 
sive year.  There  were  no  notified  cases  of  poliomyelitis  and  one 
only  of  scarlet  fever.  Only  one  death  from  notifiable  disease  was 
recorded,  this  being  due  to  tuberculosis.  Three  new  cases  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and  there  are 
over  twenty  tuberculous  residents  of  Horbury  still  under  super- 
vision. Most  of  these  cases  are  ambulant  and  well  on  the  way  to 
recovery.  Earlier  diagnosis,  better  treatment  and  the  more  effec- 
tive control  of  infectious  patients;  are  all  contributing  to  the 
diminution  of  this  disease,  so  greatly  feared  in  the  past. 


The  major  causes  of  the  reduction  in  incidence  of  most  forms 
of  infectious  disease  are  the  virtual  elimination  of  overcrowding, 
the  protection  of  food  and  water  supplies,  and  the  development  of 
the  science  of  immunisation.  Expansion  of  the  work  involved  in 
immunisation  has  been  particularly  noticeable  in  the  last  year  or 
two  as  may  be  seen  from  the  following  table  : —

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  heavy  programme  of  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  was  in  general  not  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  work 
of  protecting  children  against  other  infectious  disease  risks. 


With  the  virtual  elimination  of  most  of  the  diseases  responsible 
for  death  in  early  life,  it  is  inevitable  that  interest  should  shift  to 
the  diseases  affecting  mainly  the  middle-aged  and  elderly,  parti- 
cularly to  the  cancers  and  to  the  so-called  ‘ 'degenerative”  diseases. 
Approximately  one  half  of  the  Horbury  deaths  in  1958  were  due 
to  arterial  degeneration  in  some  form  (including  coronary  disease) 
and  one  in  six  deaths  was  due  to  cancer. 


There  is  a growing  volume  of  evidence  that  arterial  degenera- 
tion is  not  merely  a product  of  age  nor  even  of  physical  constitu- 
tion but  can  be  influenced  greatly  by  personal  habits  and  diet. 
The  habit  of  over-eating,  especially  prevalent  in  middle-aged  men 
of  sedentary  occupation,  may  be  comparable  as  a cause  of  death 
with  the  malnutrition  of  pre-war  years.  Prosperity  would  seem 
to  be  as  injurious  to  health  as  poverty. 


Less  is  known  of  the  causation  of  cancer  with  the  exception 
of  cancer  of  lung,  which  is  unfortunately  becoming  increasingly 
common.  In  the  four  years  1951-1954  there  were  six  deaths  in  ail 
from  cancer  of  lung  but  in  the  years  1955-1958  the  number  had 
increased  to  sixteen.  The  Medical  Research  Council  has  made 
abundantly  plain  its  opinion  that  the  cigarette  smoking  habit  is 
the  major  cause  of  the  800%  increase  in  deaths  from  lung  cancer 
over  the  past  30  years.  Neither  the  Press  nor  the  public  have 
been  prepared  so  far  to  accept  the  advice  of  this  authoritative  body 
of  medical  experts,  whilst  the  Ministry  of  Health  appears  to  have 
satisfied  its  conscience  by  urging  local  authorities  to  disseminate 
information  so  that  smoking  risks  may  be  brought  effectively  to 
the  public  notice.  The  challenge  has  been  accepted  locally  but, 
in  my  humble  opinion,  a local  authority  campaign,  however  com- 
prehensive and  thorough,  cannot  have  any  appreciable  effect  on 
the  nation’s  addiction  to  cigarettes  unless  supported  by  the  heavy 
artillery  of  propaganda,  viz.  the  press,  television,  films  and  radio. 
At  present  the  general  trend  of  press  and  commercial  television 
publicity  is  towards  encouragement  of  smoking.  This  is  mainly 
due  to  the  advertisements  of  the  tobacco  manufacturers  and  is 
reinforced  by  the  reluctance  of  purveyors  of  advertising  space  to 


offend  their  customers.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  is  pre- 
sumably also  disinclined  to  kill  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden 
eggs!  It  might  be  helpful  if  the  Ministry  of  Health  itself  bought 
some  advertising  space  in  the  national  press  and  on  commercial 
television.  And  if  Parliament  could  be  persuaded  to  introduce 
legislation  prohibiting  the  advertisement  of  cigarettes,  some  real 
progress  could  be  expected. 


Another  controllable  factor  of  our  environment,  namely  atmos- 
pheric pollution,  is  now  thought  to  play  a small  part  in  the  causa- 
tion both  of  cancer  of  lung  and  cancer  of  stomach.  We  also  have 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  extraordinary  way  in  which  we 
burn  most  of  our  coal  in  this  country  is  responsible  for  our  posses- 
sion of  the  world’s  highest  death  rate  from  respiratory  diseases. 
The  Clean  Air  Act  gave  every  local  authority  an  opportunity  to 
tackle  this  menace  and  so  save  human  lives.  The  Horbury  Health 
Committee,  so  progressive  in  other  directions,  has  to  date  adopted 
nothing  more  than  a soot-laden  air  of  detachment.  It  is  hoped 
that,  in  the  interests  of  public  health,  the  committee  will  overcome 
its  doubts  and  misgivings.  Continued  inertia  will  not  bring  last- 
ing gratitude  from  any  section  of  the  community.  It  is  as  well  to 
remember  that  on  almost  every  day  of  the  year  approximately  one 
ton  of  atmospheric  filth  is  scattered  over  Horbury — and  not  all 
of  it  comes  from  neighbouring  townships! 


I have  not  attempted  in  this  introductory  statement  to  cover 
all  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  but  rather  to 
draw  attention  to  those  topics  of  special  intereslt.  The  statistical 
sections  of  my  report  and  also  the  able  report  of  your  newly 
appointed  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  G.  R.  Millington,  will  I 
hope  fill  the  gaps. 


May  I in  conclusion  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  unfailing  courtesy,  tact  and  patience.  I also 
wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal  help  and  co-operation 
so  readily  and  ably  given  by  Mr.  Millington  and  his  predecessor, 
Mr.  Richley,  and  by  my  Divisional  staff.

SECTION  II 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

A.  HOSPITALS. 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  Horbury  but  reasonably  adequate 
facilities  are  available  in  Wakefield,  Dewsbury  and  Leeds,  under 
the  administration  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Patients  with  infectious  disease  may  be  admitted  to  Snape- 
thorpe  Isolation  Hospital,  Wakefield,  or  to  Seacroft  Hospital, 
Leeds.  The  latter  hospital  admits  all  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis 
from  this  area. 

Maternity  hospital  facilities  are  available  at  several  centres  in 
the  Dewsbury  and  Wakefield  areas.  Priority  is  given  to  abnormal 
cases  and  to  mothers  living  in  conditions  unsuitable  for  domiciliary 
confinement.  Many  expectant  mothers  requiring  hospital  confine- 
ment are  booked  through  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  this  depart- 
ment being  in  a position  to  advise  on  social  circumstances. 

There  is  one  Registered  Private  Maternity  Home  in  Horbury. 


B.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  local  Ambulance  Service  is  provided  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council.  There  is  no  local  Depot,  the  nearest  available 
Depot  for  the  district  being  Stanley  Road,  Wakefield,  Telephone 
No.  Wakefield  3731. 


C.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wood  Street,  Wakefield 
(under  the  Administration  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  of  the 
Mininstry  of  Health)  accepts  specimens  for  bacteriological,  viro- 
logical,  entomological  and  chemical  investigations  from  general 
practitioners  and  Public  Health  Department  staff.

The  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  find  a suitable  home  for  the  baby 
either  with  the  mother  or  with  the  grandparents.

These  mothers  are  seen  in  the  home  by  the  Health  Visitor  and 
encouraged  to  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  regularly. 


Provision  of  Welfare  Foods,  etc. 

Most  proprietary  brands  of  milk  and  other  infant  foods  are 
sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  for  the  convenience  of  mothers 
and  special  brands  of  milk  are  ordered  when  necessary. 


Welfare  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice,  vitamin  A and  D tablets 
and  National  Dried  Milk  are  also  distributed  at  the  Clinic. 


Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits. 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confinement 
in  their  own  homes.

Emergency  Obstetric  Unit. 


The  “flying  squad"  attached  to  the  General  Hospital,  Wake- 
field, is  available  for  obstetric  emergencies  occurring  within  the 
district. 


Analgesia. 

All  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  gas  and  air 
analgesia  and  provided  with  the  necessary  equipment.  Analgesia 
is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring  it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medi- 
cal examination  by  a doctor.  66  women  received  gas  and  air 
analgesia  during  1958. 


D.  HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of 
School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  advice  on  the  care  of  children  and  persons  (including 
adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the  home  as  to 
measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 


E.  HOME  HELPS. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households  “where  such 
help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a 
child  not  over  compulsory  school  age". 


During  1958,  68  cases  were  attended  by  Home  Helps,  and  the 
total  number  of  hours  worked  was  9,769f.  This  is  approximately 
3,000  hours  more  than  the  1957  total.

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after-care 
of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness  or  defect, 
venereal  disease  and  other  illnesses. 


G.  MENTAL  HEALTH. 

Horbury  has  the  part-time  services  of  a Mental  Health  Social 
Worker,  who  is  largely  concerned  with  the  care  of  mentally  defec- 
tive patients,  under  Statutory  Supervision  and  Guardianship,  and 
those  patients  who,  having  been  discharged  from  their  Detention 
Orders  in  Institution  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  1913/1938, 
have  elected  to  receive  Voluntary  Supervision  at  home;  she  also 
undertakes  pre-care  and  after-care  of  patients  suffering  from 
mental  illness. 


The  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  carries  out  her  duties  in 
close  liaison  with  the  Mental  Hospitals  and  Mental  Deficiency 
Institutions,  and  with  those  statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  con- 
cerned with  social  welfare  generally. 


Every  effort  is  made  to  rehabilitate  the  higher-grade  defec- 
tives, and  to  secure  suitable  employment  for  them  in  local 
industry.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

In  1953,  the  County  Council  put  into  operation  a scheme  to 
provide  protective  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  for  a selected 
group  of  schoolchildren. 
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This  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
immunising  vaccine  to  be  used  was  B.C.G.  and  the  selected  age- 
group  was  that  of  children  in  their  fourteenth  year.  The  group 
was  chosen  for  certain  approved  reasons,  one  being  the  further 
year  in  school  during  which  observation  and  supervision  could 
be  kept  over  the  child,  and  also  the  desirability  of  affording 
protection  to  adolescents  in  the  early  years  of  their  employment 
m industry  and  elsewhere.  This  scheme  was  put  into  operation 
in  Horbury  in  1955. 


B.C.G.  vaccination  was  offered  to  all  children  in  this  age 
group  in  the  period  under  review,  acceptance  being  voluntary.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  dealing 
with  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
during  1958. 


The  year  has  seen  a number  of  changes  in  the  Department; 
Mr.  E.  F.  Richley,  who  had  been  with  the  Council  for  thirteen 
years  resigned  at  the  end  of  September  to  take  up  the  post  of 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  at  Belper,  and  although  I have 
met  Mr.  Richley  once  only,  I join  with  his  friends  and  colleagues 
in  wishing  him  every  success  in  his  new  appointment. 


I myself  commenced  duties  in  Horbury  at  the  beginning  of 
November  and  would  like  to  put  on  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  help  and  assistance  given  to  me  by  Officers  of  the  Council 
and  by  the  Clerk /trainee  in  my  Department,  Mr.  J.  K.  Roper, 
who,  althought  his  length  of  service  has  been  only  a few  months, 
has  been  most  useful  to  me  on  account  of  his  local  knowledge. 
Indeed,  during  the  month  of  October  it  was  necessary  for  him  to 
keep  the  Departmental  flag  flying  and  his  efforts  to  that  end  are 
worthy  of  congratulation. 


During  the  year  a number  of  new  items  of  legislation  have 
come  into  operation,  one  of  which,  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted 
Periods)  Regulations,  1958,  has  caused  a great  deal  of  interest. 
These  Regulations  complicated  the  methods  of  taking  smoke 
observations  to  the  irritation  of  most  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  reduced  for  all  practical  purposes  the  strength  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act  far  below  that  hoped  for  amongst  practising  Smoke 
Inspectors.  However,  the  law  as  it  stands  to-day  forms  a reason- 
able basis  for  progress  to  be  made  with  regard  to  atmospheric 
pollution  and  it  is  hoped  that  local  efforts  can  be  made  to  this 
end  in  the  next  few  years. 


Another  item  of  interest  is  the  intimation,  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  of  their  intention  to  wind 
up,  early  in  1959,  their  Rodent  Control  contract  services.  This 
was  a useful  scheme  while  it  lasted  and  it  has  presumably  been 
decided  to  abandon  it  on  economic  grounds. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 


During  the  year  a weekly  collection  has  been  maintained, 
subject  to  unavoidable  delays  at  statutory  holiday  periods.  Ash- 
b'ns  have  been  emptied  on  147,751  occasions  and  a total  tonnage 
of  2,988  tons  of  refuse  tipped.  Considering  the  staff  comprises 
only  5 loaders  and  2 drivers  with  one  man  on  rota  duty  at  the 
tip  this  is  a good  record.  It  is  made  possible  by  the  use  of  skips 
on  the  collection  rounds  and  although  economical  in  practice  it 
has  the  disadvantage  of  being  unhygienic  in  operation.  To  have 
each  bin  emptied  direct  into  the  freighter  and  returned  would 
necessitate  an  increase  in  staff  but  would  be  a more  satisfactory 
method  of  collection,  and  it  is  my  intention  to  make  some  experi- 
ments on  these  lines  in  the  future. 


The  tip  at  the  gravel  quarry  is  being  operated  without 
nuisance  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  tipping  into  water  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  this  site  will  be  available  indefinitely  in  view 
of  the  lack  of  suitable  tipping  sites  within  the  district.  Some 
nuisance  is  experienced  from  people  scavenging  on  the  tip  during 
weekends  and  summer  evenings.  In  some  cases  the  covering 
material  placed  there  by  the  tipman  is  dug  away  and  the  tip 
left  open. 


Salvage. 


The  year  has  been  marked  by  a drop  in  the  tin-scrap  market 
which,  together  with  the  impending  cessation  of  the  subsidy  which 
we  have  been  obtaining,  will  make  the  recovery  of  tin  scrap 
uneconomical.  The  limit  on  the  amount  of  mixed  waste  paper 
that  the  mills  could  accept  was  removed  but  the  limit  for  news- 
print is  applied  at  3 tons  per  quarter  year. 


In  all,  a total  of  173  tons  of  materials  were  salvaged  and  sold 
realising  a gross  amount  of  £1,384  and  the  sum  of  £395  was 
credited  to  the  rate  fund  during  the  financial  year  1958/59. 
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Food  Hygiene. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  effects  of  the  introduction  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  amidst  a blaze  of  publicity  are  now 
wearing  off  and  that  the  time  has  come  for  renewed  efforts  in  the 
struggle  for  clean  food.  One  of  the  biggest  obstacles  is  the 
attitude  of  the  average  housewife  who  will  make  her  purchases 
at  the  cheapest,  not  the  cleanest  shop.  It  is  natural  that  shop- 
keepers who  are  put  to  considerable  expense  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  Regulations  in  the  spirit,  rather  than  the  letter,  must 
recover  the  cost  from  the  consumer.  Until  all  housewives  can  be 
convinced  of  the  value  of  clean  food  in  clean  surroundings,  efforts 
must  be  continued. 

The  increased  use  of  pre-packed  foodstuffs  will,  I feel  be  the 
ultimate  answer  to  this  problem,  although  these  foods  may  pre- 
sent their  own  problems  regarding  value  for  money,  and  control 
of  quality. 


Meat  Inspection. 

The  one  slaughterhouse  in  operation  in  the  district  is  visited 
regularly  and  all  animals  killed  are  inspected  before  distribution. 
Forthcoming  regulations  with  regard  to  the  construction  and  use 
of  slaughterhouses  are  awaited  with  interest. 


Drainage  and  Closet  Accommodation. 

All  properties  with  the  exception  of  13  isolated  premises  are 
on  the  water  carriage  system,  the  total  number  of  water  closets 
being  some  3,500.  Fifteen  Improvements  Grants  have  been 
approved  during  the  year,  the  Council  providing  40%  of  the 
costs.  New  legislation  will  no  doubt  increase  the  number  of 
applications. 


Housing 

During  the  year  four  houses  were  erected  by  the  local 
authority  and  59  by  private  enterprise. 

Representations  were  made  in  respect  of  14  properties  as 
being  unfit  and  two  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

Six  certificates  of  disrepair  were  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Rent  Act  1957,  and  seven  undertakings  from  landlords 
were  accepted. 
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During  1958,  283  houses  were  repaired  as  a result  of  informal 
action  by  the  department. 


At  the  year  end  the  number  of  applications  on  the  Council’s 
Housing  Register  was  551,  a figure  which  shows  a slight  reduction 
on  the  previous  year’s  total.  Is  it  possible  that  the  next  few 
years  will  bring  the  end  of  long  waiting  lists  for  Council  houses 
or  will  the  effects  of  the  Rent  Acts  bring  more  people  to  request 
local  authority  accommodation. 


Pestology,  Disinfestation  and  Rodent  Control. 

The  department  continues  to  offer  free  advice  and  treatment 
of  infestations  of  dwelling  houses.  Business  premises  are  dealt 
with  at  cost  of  treatment.  88  visits  were  made  during  the  year 
in  connection  with  rat  and  mouse  infestations,  and  four  cockroach 
infestations  were  treated. 


Petroleum  Acts. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  twenty  premises  were  licensed  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts. 
The  danger  of  these  spirits  cannot  be  too  greatly  emphasised  and 
I would  particularly  request  the  private  motorist  to  respect  the 
signs  indicating  “ No  smoking  while  filling  up  ”.  To  ignore  these 
signs  is  to  place  the  garage  proprietor  in  a most  embarrassing 
position  as  well  as  creating  the  nucleus  of  a tragic  explosion. 


Atmospheric  Pollution. 

I regret  I cannot  record  a decrease  in  the  amount  of  grit, 
etc.,  deposited  on  Horbury  during  the  year.  The  gauge  at  Carr 
Lodge  Park  recorded  a little  over  183  tons  per  square  mile — and 
this  township  has  an  area  of  two  square  miles!  Fortunately  the 
elected  representatives  are  well  aware  of  the  advantages  of  Clean 
Air  and  when  the  problem  of  progress  has  been  resolved  with 
that  of  practicability,  I feel  sure  that  a big  improvement  will 
be  the  result. 
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1 cannot  help  feeling  that  certain  industrial  firms  within  the 
township  are  unaware  of  the  ultimate  saving  in  fuel  costs  by 
installing  modern  plant  and  equipment  and  I would  commend  to 
managements  the  services  of  the  National  Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency 
Service  who  can  often  suggest  measures  resulting  in  15  % to 
25%  savings  on  fuel  bills.  Needless  to  say  my  own  services  are 
at  their  disposal  and  it  would  indeed  be  pleasant  to  be  invited 
to  a firm  rather  than  be  compelled  to  call  because  an  offence 
against  the  Clean  Air  Act  has  been  committed. 


The  general  public,  of  course,  are  ever  eager  to  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  industry.  It  should 
be  remembered  that  half  of  the  country's  atmospheric  pollution 
is  due  to  domestic  smoke  and  the  sooner  this  proportion  can  be 
reduced  the  better.  In  a mining  community  it  is  perhaps  pertinent 
to  point  out  that  to  produce  one  tone  of  coke,  nearly  two  tons 
of  coal  have  to  be  mined,  and  while  it  is  true  that  all  coals 
are  not  suitable  for  coking,  the  setting  up  of  Smoke  Control  Areas 
should  not  in  the  long  run  result  in  hardship  to  miners.  These 
men,  who  have  been  the  country's  economic  backbone  for  so 
long,  are  public  spirited  enough  to  realise  the  advantages  to  be 
obtained  from  a cleaner  atmosphere.  . 


Conclusion. 

In  conclusion  I would  draw  your  attention  to  the  following 
tables  which  indicate  the  work  of  the  Department  and  offer  my 
thanks  to  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Council  who  have 
co-operated  so  splendidly.
